Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
has considered the amendment filed by applicants on January 17, 2007 and the 
arguments therein. The examiner concedes that the closest prior art relied upon for the 
rejection of record teaches away from the production of gaseous formaldehyde as 
required by the instant claims. Furthermore, the prior art does not teach the 
temperature relationship recited in the instant claims. Accordingly, the claims are now 
allowed.
